2 And al! the malefactors were permitted 
to rest from their labors, and they were con- 
fined in the places of their lodging, every 
man by himself. 

3 Now while the malefactors were con- 
fined on the day of thanksgiving, it came to 
pass that thirteen of them complained because 
of their sufferings from cold, and they did 
wrap themselves in their blankets, and they 
stamped their feet because of the cold. 

4 When Elam heard of this, he caused one 
of the captains under him to scourge ten of 
the thirteen, and three he seourged himself. 

5 He commanded their coats, and their 
Jackets, and their shirts to be taken off, and 
their breeches to be let fall about their heels, 
so that their nakedness appeared; and then 
he commanded them tobe whipped with the 
scourge of small cords upon their shoulders, 
and upon their backs, and round their naked- 
hess, and their legs, even till their flesh ap- 


peared like unto flesh that is prepared for a 
burnt offering. | 
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6 And it came to pass at the eventide, that 
a voice came unto the chief captain, saying, 
Oh Elam! hast thou no bowels of compassion ! 
no respect for the fallen dignity of the male- 
factors, that thou causeth the shame of their 
nakedness to appear ! 

7 It is well for thee that thy cruelties are 
not noised abroad among the people, for then 
would they pitch thee without like unto the 
ark of Noah, and feather thee like unto the 
dove which he sent out of his ark. 

8 But Elam cared for none of these things. 

9 He thinketh more highly of himself than 
he ought to think, and hardeneth his heart 
against reproach 5; : : 

10 Wherefore he turned aside as a scorner 
from talking with Joseph, who is also called 
Judge, when Joseph rebuked him for trans- 
gressing the law concerning the taking of 





notes in favor of the people from men who 


bargain for the labor of the malefactors. 


11 For Joseph had said unto Judas, the 


scribe, What meaneth this taking of notes for 
the people ? 

12 And Judas said, Go thou and speak with 
Elam concerning this matter. : 
13 So Joseph went and said unto the chief 
captain, Elam, wherefore takest thou notes 
When money is greatly needed in the strong 
place ? 


14 Then said Elam unto Joseph, Because 


of the promise which I had made. 


15 And Joseph said unto the-chief captain, | 
Thou hadst no right to bargain in this manner. © 


It is not fitting. | 

16 Then it was that Elam scorned Joseph, 
and turned and went bis way; and Joseph 
did greatly marvel. 


CHAP. XVII. 


ND it came to pass, after the evil deeds 
of David, (the servant of Elam,) had 
been published, that many persons became

It is beyond a question that “that great good man,” Elam Lynds, the would-be-thought au- 
thor of the * Auburn system of Prison Discipline,” is to continue his reign over this Pande- 
monium of vice and infamy, at least during the time for which the present Inspectors hold 
their office—and that too in defiance and contempt of public opinion, of justice, and of humanity. 

The character of this speculator on human suffering, had become so _noterious for tyranny, 
eruelty and Sahshenty that his second appointment to the agency of the State Prison at Au- 
burn, was justly considered the greatest insult that could have been offered to humanity ; and his 
management of the Prison, since his:appointment, bas been characterised by a system of oppres- 
sion and outrage, that must render his name a subject of everlasting scorn, derision and infamy, 

The estimation in which his characteris held by a large and respectable portion of this com- 
munity, has been unequivocally expressed by petitions to the Inspectors for bis removal; and, 
although it may seem strange that these petitions are disregarded, yet, when it is considered 
wha the Inspectors are, and what has been their course of conduct since their appointment, 
the public will not be much surprised at the insulting indifference and dogged opposition with 
which their petitions have been received. 

Had the Inspectors spent half the time in informing themselves of the true state of affairs in 
the Prison, which they have consumed in turning out keepers and making new appoiniments, 
they would have discharged a duty which the law as well as public opinion requires, but 
which they have wholly disregarded. All their pretended knowledge of the Prison affairs, is 
second-hand: it comes through those who are most interested in concealing the truth, But, 
even if the most indisputable proof of the outrages committed in the Prison, were presented 
to the Inspectors, it would be very inconsistent with their course of conduct thus far, to-_pay 
any atlention to it. To sustain the Agent in his iniquitous measures, has been their constant 
aim and effort; and, having so long lent their aid to establish and perpetuate the abuses of 
his administration, they find themselves placed in a very awkward dilemma. To undo now 
what they have assisted to establish ; to act from the honest convictions of duty, after having 
been so long swayed by partizan feelings and bitter resentments, would be an atonement to 

justice and mercy, too humiliating to their pride and too much at variance with the ‘* consis- 
tency’ of their character. ) 

Every artifice which the ingenuity and impudence of the Agent, Deputy and Clerk could 
devise, has been resorted to for inducing the belief that the affairs of the Prison are well mane 
aved, and for preventing the discovery of those abuses on which they live and fatten. ‘One 
means, which they have adopted for the purpose of creating the impression abroad, that ‘ all’s 
right,” is that of procuring “ certificates” from those whom they invite to “call and see the 
strong place,” but whom they take good care to deceive. The case of the medical gentlemen, 
who reluctantly certified to what they did not know, and of which they afterwards felt ashamed, 
isin point. That these gentlemen might be induced to certify that the convicts could not suf- 
fer forwant of sufficient food, the rations were increased on the day of their visit ; and, not- 
withstanding this contemptible trick was publickly exposed soon after its occurrence, they 
have recently attempted to deceive a Grand Jury by resorting to similar artifices. 

Another miserable artifice, to which they and the few friends of their cause, have resorted, 
is the impudent assertion, that “ political demagogues”’ only are engaged in the State Prison 


epposition, Are all the individuals whose names are attached to the petitions for the removal 


of the Agent, “ politieal demagogues”? Is almost every man, composing this community, a 
‘‘ political demagogue”? We trust that the good sense of this community cannot be imposed 
spon by such a contemptible, pitiful subterfuge. 

Both the Agent and the Clerk are known to be averse to the admission of visitors into the 
Prison ; and even those whom the Jaw grants permission to visit it at pleasure, are permitted 
to goin only at such times and under such restraints, as prevent the discovery of abuses, if any 
exist. But if every thing is as it should be at the Prison, why this reluctance to receive visi- 


tors, and why these efforts to cover, under a deceptive garb, all the doings in the Prison ?— 
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hy not court investigation, by freely admitting, at all times, those persons who feel an in- 
erest in the prosperity and welfare of the institution? We answer, because these lovers of 
plunder and power dread the exposures that would follow—because they are afraid that their 


monopoly of pillage would the sooner be wrested from their unhallowed grasp. 
“We submit it to every candid and reflecting reader—to every real friend of man, and every 


well-wisher for bis happiness here and herea 


fier—if enough has not been brought to light to 


make it incumbent on every honest man, without distinction of party or sect, to use all honora- 
ble and proper means fur arresting this foodtide of corruption, and for restoring to this Institu- 
tion a tational and humane system of government. 

There is no good man, who can justify either the conduct of the Agent and Deputy, or that 
of the Inspeetors, who sustain them. ‘The highwayman may urge, in mitigation of his crime, 
the sufferings of a sick wife and starving children , the cruelties of the savage are extenuated 
by the wrongs which he has suffered, and by the custom of his ancestors; but what can atone 


for the unprovoked, inhuman, damning tortures, which these vile miscreants are constantly iu- 


flicting upon the helpless victims of their despotic power! 
Friends of Humanity! Philanthropistst Christians?!

His thirst for the “+ spoils”? of office is inga« 

tiable. ‘To slake it, he has sacrificed truth, 

honor, integrity, friendship—in short, every 

virtue that adorns and ennobles man. We 


_ say sacrificed-—we err. This supposes that 


he ouce possessedthem. Itisa mistake. He 
has never hadthem. Under the sanctimoni~ 
ous garb of religion, he 
‘* Stole the livery of Meaven, © 
‘¢ To serve the devil in,” 
and assumed virtues that he never possessed. 
Previous to 1880 he was a viclent Adame 


man, and a bitter opponent of Gen. Jackson. . 


In 1827 he was elected to the office of Justice 
of the Peace by that party. In 1828 he wags 
re-elected by the same party. In 1830, hav- 
ing his eye fixed on the County Clerkship, a 
‘¢ change came o’er the spirit of his dream.?® 
In 1831 he urged his claims” wpon the 
friends of Gen. Jaekson for a nomination for 
County, Clerk. That party, not hoiding his 
‘¢ services” in its behalf in as high estimation 
as he did, did not listen to him. He was 
chagrined and mortified. He was, however, 
toe late a deserter from the ranks of the other 
party, to return to it. Besides, it was in the 
minority, and he had nothing to expect from 
it. In 1832 he was re-elected a Justice of the 
Peace by the Jackson party. In 1834 he was 
again an applicant to this party for the office 
of County Clerk. Again was he disappointed. 
In 1835 he was appointed to the office which 
he now holds, [Clerk of State Prison,] in 
which he has sunk himself into the lowest 
depths of degradation. After his appointment 
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to the effice of State Prison Clerk, he clung 
to his other two offices, [Commissioner of 
Deeds and Clerk of Supervisors,] until he 
was obliged to give them up. He never has 


been satisfied with any office. Even that. 


which he now holds, he has frequently said 
was a menial office—a piece of drudgery. 
While he was holding these three offices, 
yielding an aggregate salary of at least 1100 
dollars per annum, he was constantly whining 
and asking for something more lucrative. He 
was mad because the office of Postmaster was 
not offered him. | 

Io 1837 he again sought the nomination of 
County Clerk. Previous to the nominating 
convention of that year, he said, if HE was 
not nominated, there would be a‘ tuss” in 
this county—* the people would not stand it !” 
In the winter of 1838, he, aided by his bro- 
ther-in-law, Ejitherside, alias George, the 
Apostate, commeneed the “ fuss.’? The at- 
tack was made on the old Board of Prison In- 
spectors. By falsehood and misrepresentation, 
they succeeded in procuring their removal, 
and the appointment of the present Board.— 
The present Inspectors were no sooner in 
power than they appointed that despicable ty- 
rant, Elam Lynds, Agent; and'they have con- 
tinued to countenance and sanction his infa- 
mous conduct from that day tothis. The 
Clerk has also faithfully labored to cover up 
his iniquities. It is unnecessary to recapitu- 
late his degrading and despicable efforts in be- 
half.of Lynds; for they have already been 
faithfully chronicled by Ezra, the Scribe. To 
enumerate his various iniquities, would fill a 
volume. Selfishness is his governing princi- 
ple. He cares nothing for his country nor his 
party.

from the Contractors and the State, be appro- — 


priated to the support of their new paper, it 
might not be necessary for the “ chaste” and 
‘* incorruptible” Mister Eitherside and others 
to go about begging advertisements for the new 
paper. 

The abandoned minions who attempt to de- 
fend a cause, which rests on such rotten pil- 
lars to support it, as that of the Prison disci- 
pliae of Elam Lynds, with all the complicated 
horrors of human misery resulting from it, are, 
with few exceptions, those who exist from its 
vices—whose private enjoyments may be said 
to be derived from the sufferings of the 
wretched beings over whom they are allowed 
to tyrannise.

8 But Benjamin the high priest, and certain 
others with him, well knowing if this male- 
factor should be carried to the house of the 
poor, that he would make known some of the 
cruelties of the strong place, would not suffer 
him to be taken to that house. 

9 For the lad had oft times said that if he 
should live to come out of prison he would 
make known the cause of his affliction.

Counsellors, because they gave Emanuel. sur- 
named Hudson, three thousand pieces of sil- 
ver more by the year, for providing meat for 
the malefactors, than Chester, surnamed Fan- 
ning, offered to provide it for. 
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10 Moreover,Emawuel sent the flesh of cat- 
tle to Joseph, who is called Judge, and to 
Elam, the chief captain, and gave orders to 
him thaf carried it, not to reeeive pay for it ; 

Il And he also sold meat to Horatio, the 
publican, for eight pennies a pound, when he 
exacted twelve pennies from the people ! 

12 Then did some of the people lift up 
their voices against the chief counsellors, and 
against the chief captain, because they thought 
that these men had defrauded the people out 


of more than three thousand pieces of silver a 


year, that they might give it to Emanuel, that 
#o they might receive meat from E:manuel for 
their own households, for less money than 
Emanuel charged their neighbors, and in some 
gases, without money and without price ! 


CHAP. XLVIIT. 
T OW it came to pass that Elam, desiring 
the good will of Horatie, and knowing 
him to be a covetous man, permitted him in 
the name of his brother to till the ground 


which belongeth unto the people, and which 


dieth outward from the strong place. 

2 Moreover, it came to pass that Elam per- 
dited Horatio to partake freely of the fruits 
of the garden of the strong place, which was 
tilled by the malefactors. 

3 Thus did Horatio feed his household 
from the fruits of the people’s land without 
paying therefor. 

_ 4 Thus did Elam obtain the favor of Hora- 
‘tio, so that he stood by him and held up his 
hands for him in the day of his sore trial. 

_5 T When it came to the ears of Horatio 


- that the twenty and four wise men were en- 


4uiring eoncerning the iniquities of Elam, be 
sent for one Roswell, surnamed Curtiss, (who 
was one of the twenty and four,) that he 
might prevail on bim to persuade his fellew 
wise men to favor the cause of Elam. 

6 Howbeit, when the Grand Counsellors 
were about to make Elam chief ruler over the 
mal+factors, Horatio wouid not consent thereto. 
And he said untothe Knight of the silver fork 
avd mahogany chair, who took it upon him- 
aelf to be chief speaker on this occasion, that 
dt was not meet-that we appoint Elam ; for 
his name was a by-word and reproach among 
the people—nevertheless, not my will, but 
thine, O Knight! be done. ;

had been rejected from being physician in the 
strong place, and Lansingh had been appointed 
in his place, that one of the captains under 
Klam, whose name is Rothschild, sent a mal- 
efactor, whose name was Von Eck, from his 
shop to Lansingh, the physician, because he 
judged him to be sick and unable to work. 

2% But Lansingh, who was exceedingly sly 
and cunning, and whose heart was fully set 
in him to please Elam, sent the malefactor 
back to his work. ea 

3 Now Rothschild was wroth, because his 
acts and opinions were set at nought ; and he 
spake of it in the presence of his fellow offi- 
cers, and in the presence of the Ishmuaelite 
himself. 
© 4 Whereupon Elam stepped forth and faced 
Rothschild, aud said unto him, What sayest 
thou ? 

5 And Rothschild replied that the malefae- 
tor was not able to work, and that he ought 
to be ministered unto by the physician. 

6 Then Elam said unto Rothschild that it 
was not his business to judge of such matters, 
but that it belonged to the physician to decide 
such cases, 


7 And Rothschild said unto Elam that he. 
‘had expressed his judgment on the matter, 


and that he should continue to do so as often 
as he pleased. 

8 Then was the wrath of Elam kindled 
against Rothschild, and Elam left him and 
went his way. 

9 Moreover, he called together Joseph, the 
Judge, Seneca, the tool, and Horatio, the pub- 
lican, of his Grand Counsellors, who, when 
they had heard the story of Elam, cast out 
Rothschild from being captain under Elam, 
even as Chaff is cast upon the dunghill. 


} CHAP. L. 
ND it came to pass, soon after Rothschild 
had left the strong place, that Von Eck 


died. because of the cruelties of Elam and. 


Weed, (who was a captain under Elam,) and 
because of the cruel neglect of Lansingh, the 
physician of the strong place. — 

2 And when it was noised abroad that the 
maletactor was dead, many of the people of 
the city desired that enquiry should be made 
before he should be buried. 

3 But Elam, the Ishmaelite, would not con- 
sent unto it, unless the Grand Counsellors de- 
sired it.

7 Now these are names of the men which 
were rejected—Willet, the Beautiful, and 
Amos, surnamed Underwood, and Leander, 
the physician, and Theron, surnamed Green, 
and Joseph, surnamed Bowker, and Stephen, 
surnamed Pierson, and Minard, surnamed 
Babeock, and Joshua, surnamed Ward, and 
Gardner, surnamed Stone, and Charles, sur- 
named Pomeroy, and Ebenezer, surnamed 
Cobb, and Thomas, surnamed How, and Ira, 
surnamed Curtiss, and Henry, surnamed Pol- 
hemus, and Levi surnamed Lewis, and Ste- 
phen, surnamed Sumrix, and Myron, surnamed 
Reed, and Thomas, surnamed Monroe, and 
Jobn. surnamed Hulbert. 

8 These men were not permitted by the 
Grand Council, te be brought in to inquire 
into the cause of the death of the malefactor. 

9 Then the officer of the people called on 
the following men to ascertain the matter, and 
report to the people. 

10 Now these are the names in order— 
Harlow, surnamed Witherell, and Amos,-sur- 
named Gould, and Ira, surnamed Hopkins, 
and Edward, surnamed Allen, and Bradley, 
surnamed Tuttle, and Jarvis, surnamed Swift, 
and Edward, surnamed Marvine, and Erastus, 
surnamed Humphreys, and Philo, surnamed 
Perry, and Nehemiah, surnamed Carhart, and 
Daniel, surnamed Thomas, and Allen, sur- 
named Warden, and William, surnamed Cof- 
fin, and Frank, surnamed Hamilton, and 
Charles, surnamed Cadwell, and Asaph, sur- 
named Leonard, and Benjamin, surnamed 
Ashby, and David, surnamed Cumstock. 

11 Now when the men had heard all the 
testimony of Elam, the chief captain, of Lan- 
singh, the physician, and of Galen, a captain 
under Elam, and others, they said unto the 
people, that the malefactor’s death was hast- 
ened by the cruelty of Elam, the chief cap- 
tain, and of Galen, who was captain under 
Elam ; and also by the inexcusable neglect of 
Lansingh, the physician of the strong place, 
who eertified that the malefactor was well, 
when he was sorely diseased. . 


12 This is that Lansingh who eertified be 
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fore that it wes better for the malefactors to 
eat their meat as the whale did eat Jonsh, 
than to eat it after the manuer of men. 

13 He was like unto the high priest, whose 
meat and drink it was, to testify falsely for 
Elam, the chief captain, 


| CHAP. LI. 
Nw it came to pass, after many days, 
when the cruelties and iniquities of Da- 
vid, the Psalmist, were spread abroad through-: 
out all the region round aboot Jordan, that he 
was sorely troubled because that his cruelties 
and iniquities were brought to light. 

2 Howbeit, it grieved him not that he had 
obeyed the commandments of Elam, and kept 
his law to do wickedness. : 

3 And the continual reproaches of the peo- 
ple were more than David eould bear, and he 
yielded up his office into the bands of Elam. 

4 Then Elam besought successively, James, 
whose surname is Tyler, and Benjamin, whose 
surname is Kinyon. to. become the successor 
of David ; but they would not, because of the 
reproach that would fall upon them. 

5 Moreover, they would not consent even 
to be rulers under Elam only until the first of 
the fifth month. 

6 Then did Elam appoint Scott, surnamed 
Rathbone, who is also a brother of Eitherside, 
the Apostate, which is a brother-in-law of Ju- 
das Iscariot, which is Scribe of the strong place, 
to be his second ruler in the place of David. 


CHAP. LIL. 

ND it came to pass, after Seneca, the 
A tool, had assisted his fellow counsellors 
in rejecting the men whom they would not 
suffer to. examine concerning the death of a 
malefactor, whose name was Von Eck, that 
he wrote an epistle unto William, the T'e- 
trarch, whose surname is Seward, refusing 
any longer to be a Counsellor of Elam. 

2 Now the tool was a merchantman, and he 
bought and sold merchandize, and he desired 
to get great gain thereby. | 

3 And when he found that the cruelties of 
Elam were abont to be brought to light, he _ 
was sore afraid lest the people would no more 
resort unto him for to buy silks and fine linen, 
if be continued to stand by Elam, and he 
therefore deserted him. | | 

4 Thus did Seneca, the tool, aftter he had 
stood by and assisted to hold up the hands of 
Elam for a long time, for the sake of selling 
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offices in the strong place, abandon him in the 
the day of his sore trial, for filthy lucre’s sake. 


COAP. LH. 

OW it came ta pass, when it was known 
that the malefactor, whose name was 
Vou Eck, had died because of the cruelties of 
Elam and the inexcusable neglect of Lansingh, 
the physician, that the Grand Counsellors as- 
sembled themselves together to consult how 

they might appease the wrath of the people. 

3 Andthey desired Elam forthwith to leave 
the strong place. Howbeit, he would not 
consent thereto. 

4 Then was the wrath of Joshua, the chief 
ef the Grand Council, and Joseph, the Judge, 
kindled, for they feared the reproaches of the 

eonle. i : 

& Then Elam, the Ishmaelite, and Free- 
born, the knight of the silver fork, and Ho- 
ratio, the publican, patted Joshua on the back, 
and said unto him, Peace! be still; and we 
will restore thy son, which is called the Red 
Baby. to favor, and again make him a ruler 
under Elaw. , 

6 Now this rejoiced Joshua exceedingly, 
forthe Red Baby was his beloved son, in 
whom he was well pleased. 

7 Howbeit, the Red Baby was the most 
eruel of all the keepers that had served under 
Elem. : 

8 Moreover, Joshua and Freeborn and Ho 
ratio, persuaded Elam to consent to leave the 
bloody prison on the first day of the sixth 
month. 

9 But Joseph, the Judge, was wroth with 
his fellow counsellors, because they suffered 
Flam to tarry for so long a time. 

10 And he came out from them, and wrote 
an epistle unto William, the Tetrarch, like 
unto that of Seneca, the tool, refusing any 
longer to be a counsellor of Elam. 

11 Now the true reason for this doth no 
map know but Joseph, the Judge, and Ezra, 
the Scribe, even unto this day. 


CHAP. LIV. 
ND it came to pass, after three daye, that 
Joshua and his Red Baby came again 
unto the city of the strong place; 
2 And the Red Baby refused to serve un- 
der Elam, because of the indignation of the 
people;

3 Howbeit, he falsely pretended that ke 
would not serve under Elam because he con- 
sidered that Elam was a very austere and 
cruei man. 

4 Now it was well known that even Elam 
was merciful when compared tothe Red Baby.. 

5 And the wrath of Joshua was again kin- 
dled against Elam, and he threatened him, 
saying: I will write an epistle unto William, 
the Tetrarch, refusing any longer to be a 
counsellor, unless thou consentest to leave the 
strong place on the thirteenth day of the fifth 
month. : 

6 Then was Elam sorely troubled, for he 
greatly desired the loaves and fishes of office, 
and he knew that if Joshua also departed. the 
strong place would pass into the hands of ano- - 
ther tribe, and he would be east out like straw 
upon the dunghill. He therefore consented 
unto this requirement of Joshua. od 

7 Thus has Elam, the Ishmaelite, beeg 
driven from the strong place after a bloody 
reign of about one year. 


CHAP. LY, 
OW the people marvelled one with ano- 
ther, saying, Who wil!l the Grand Coun- 
sellors appoint to reign in the place of Elam? 

2 And some said it will be Rowland, sur- 
named Day, and some said Noyes, surnamed 
Palmer, and some, William, surnamed Noble, 
and some, Scott, who is brother of George, 
the Apostate, otherwise called Eitherside ; 
and others said Nay ; it will be the Red Baby! 

3 Howbeit, no man knoweth even unto this 
day. : . 

4 And the people inquired one of another, 
saying, Will the successor of Elam continue 
to feed the malefactors like unto swine, as in’ 
the days of Elam, or after the manner of man, 
as was done in the reigns of Gershom, and 
Levi and John? | 

5 And some said that, inasmuch as the 
Grand Counsellors had. certified that it was 
best to feed them after the manner of swine, 
it must be so done. | 

6 But others said Nay—the successor of 


Elam will not consent thereto. 


_10 So some said one thing and’ some said
